Kansas City, Mo.. Sept. 25.—The 
Kansas City State hank, Wiley O. Cor, 
president, failed to open its doors to­ 
day, hav ing gone into v oluntary liQui- 
dation. 
The bank had loaned $ 168.000 to the 
bank of Salmon & Salmon, at Clinton, 
Mo., which failed last .Tuly, catching 
the depositors for se%*eral hundred 
thousand dollars. 
The Kansas City Stale bank was or 
ganized in 1888 with a capital of two 
hundred thousand dollars. 
The last 
statem ent showed loans of four mil­ 
lions, deposits of $ 4,750,000, surplus 
$ 14,000. 
The following notice 
was 
posted on the door at the opening 
hour today: 
“This bank has gone 
into v oluntary liq uidation through the 
Fidelity 
Trust 
company. 
Checks 
drawn against the bank will be paid 
on presentation by the Fidelity Trust 
company, 
at 
Ninth 
and 
alnut 
streets.” 
The Fidelity Trust company, which 
is capitalized at a million dollars, is 
considered one of the strongest bank­ 
ing institutions in the Southwest. 
The Kansas City State bank holds 
$ 567.000 of the city's money. 
At the Fidelity Trust company’s 
bank checks on the Kansas City State 
bank were honored as fast as pre­ 
sented without any show of commo­ 
tion, 
and Vice President Campbell 
stated that all checks would be paid 
upon demand. 
President Cox, in a statement, said 
the bank decided to go into liq uidation 
simply because the bank was not do­ 
ing as much business as it was deem­ 
ed it should, and that all accounts 
would be paid In full. 
Mr. Cox is one of the oldest and 
best known business men in the state, 
and bankers express supreme confi­ 
dence in the bank’s ability to pay out 
in full. 
The Fidelity company v olunteered 
to pay the city treasurer the city’s 
funds on deposit, hut the money was 
not withdrawn.

Poultry Plant Burned. 
The building of the Pleasant Hill 
Poultry and Egg company was de­ 
stroyed by fire at Pleasant Hill, Mo., 
Sunday, entailing a loss of $ 2000. The 
origin of the fire Is unknown.

company was doing an enormous busi­ 
ness, shipping exclusiv ely to 
New 
York and Philadelphia markets.

"Some of the people who have tak en 
into their homes waifs from the slums 
of New York , without k nowing any­ 
thing of the antecedents of the chil­ 
dren, have great cause to regret that 
their sympathies were more active 
than their Judgment. 
The percentage 
of criminals developed from among 
these children is so large as to sug­ 
gest that their assimilation by a com­ 


munity is not the best thing in the 
world."

Sustained and unquestioned excel­ 
lence in our great public school sys­ 
tem has become so much a m atter of 
course, says the Atlanta Constitution, 
that we are apt to lose sight of its 
vital connection with the progress, 
the prosperity and the fine moral and 


intellectual tone It has been largely 
the means of abetting in this country . 


The public schools of America are not 
exceeded in thoroughness of curricu­ 
lum and true democracy of regulations 
by those of any other nation in civili­ 
zation. 
Those of England and Ger­ 
many are notably well organized and 
conducted; 
in the back ground, how­ 
ever, there is always the pernicious if 
unseen influence of sharp class dis­ 
tinctions. The European schools may, 
on the surface, give the child of the 
peasant and the child of rank equal 
opportunities, but there is not and can 
never be the absence of preference 
and deference visible in the properly 
conducted public school in America. 
The common school systems of the 
various states, however, have been 
and are new staunch factors in the 
development of brains out of raw ma­ 
terial and the wak ening of the dor­ 
mant ambitions which, properly guid­ 
ed, fashion the fortunes of states and 
of nations. 
It will be an interesting 
task for some speculative historian 
of the future to exercise his analyti­ 
cal faculties and lay Dare the virtue 
due our common school system for its 
portion in setting the country forth as 
one unique in the world’s annals.

Divine Tells Graduates Character Is 
Handmaid of Culture. 
A sermon before the 
graduatin g 
class 
at 
Wellesley 
college 
was 
preached by Dr. Don ald Sage Mackay 
of New York city in Memorial chapel. 
He took as subject, “Character, the 
Supreme Attain men t of Life,” say s the 
New York Tribun e. 
“Character to-day ,” he said, “has 
become the han dmaid of culture. The 
word character has been relegated to 
the realm of the common place. It 
has become almost a can t word an d 
the cheapen in g of the word mean s the 
depreciation of an idea. 
The word 
character was born cen turies before 
the Christian era, an d mean t the tool 
with which the Greek sculptor did his 
fin est work.” 
Dr. Mackay drew a comparison be­ 
tween character an d reputation , liken ­ 
in g reputation to “the outward robe of 
life, which the world fin gers an d feels 
the value of,” an d character to “the 
priestly vestmen t of the soul.” 
“Character,” he said, “is n ot in her­ 
en t like gen ius, n or a burst of in spira­ 
tion . 
Like the character of the old 
Greek sculptors, it is the product of 
lin e upon lin e, with faith, pray er an d 
con scien ce the determin in g factors.
